T. Agnew told a group of 
New Orleans newspaper 
editors today he does not 
seek to polarize the coun- 
try’s economic and racial 
populations in his speech- 
es but that certain ex- 
tremists and law violators 
should be separated 
“from our society so they 
don’t impair and impede 
cur progress.” 

In a free-wheeling, hour- 
long discussion with editors of 
the S t a L e s -I t c m and The 
Times-Picayune, Agnew said, 
"It is valuable to remember 
that in a nation of 200 million 
people everyone cannot be- 
come a productive, contribut- 
ing member of society . . . 
and we must recognize that it 
is important to separate some 
of these people from our so- 
ciety so they don’t inwair and 
impede our progress." 

The vice president said as 
the Nov. 3 election approaches 
“an adverse political climate 
is developing again.
